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Serco set 
to reveal 
plans for 
healthcare 


A PRIVATE healthcare provider 
has bowed to demands for 
greater transparency on its plans 
for community services. 

Serco has been encouraged to 
develop a “proportionate and 
meaningful public engagement 
programme” by Suffolk County 
Council’s health scrutiny committee, 
after it took over from NHS Suffolk as 
provider of Suffolk Community 
Healthcare last year - including 
Newmarket Hospital, in Exning Road. 

As reported in the News, concerns 
were raised about the company’s plans 
when it announced 137 jobs would be 
cut across the county just weeks after 
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taking over the £140m contract. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, chairman of the 
Newmarket Health Forum, said: 
“Everybody is asking questions about 
what they are doing.” 

He said residents had been unaware 
that private out-of-hours provider 
Harmoni had the power to close the base 
at Newmarket Hospital last year and he 
did not want that to happen again. 

Cllr Hirst said: “The question is what 
authority has Serco been given? 

“What scope have they got to make 
major changes to Newmarket Hospital?”

Council freezes tax 
for third year running 


COUNCIL tax has been frozen for 
the third year in a row from April 
while the county council plans to 
slash spending by £24.9m. 

Suffolk County Council’s cabinet 
approved the freeze of its share of 
council tax as part of the 2013/14 budget 
at a meeting yesterday. 

A council tax freeze grant from central 
government has been used to balance 
the budget but the axe will fall hard on 
adult care as £ 7m of savings will have to 
be found by intervening at an earlier 
stage as later life care is more expensive. 

Budget proposals also include a plan 
to slash £9.7m of expenditure through 
cutting bureaucracy and a proposal to 
save £2m by re-letting the county’s 
highways, with Balfour Beatty Living 
Places named as the preferred bidder in 
December. 

Targeting resources in children’s 
services to reduce demand will also save 
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£2.5m. 

Costs have been cut by halving the 
workforce since 2010, with projected 
staff numbers decreasing from 10,456 in 
April 2010 to 5,365 by March 2013, 
excluding schools. 

Cllr Jane Storey, Suffolk County 
Council’s cabinet member for finance, 
said: “The savings that are being 
proposed are significant and will require 
continued firm management in 2013/14 
and future years. 

“Last year we made a commitment to 
focus savings on the back office to 
protect, as far as possible, the frontline. 
This budget delivers on that 
commitment.” 

She said tough decisions would have 
to made but the county council was 
hopeful it could meet the challenge. 

However, opposition Liberal Democrat 


finance spokesperson Andrew Cann 
criticised the county council for 
hoarding money in reserves, which 
increased by 30 per cent last year to 
£160m. 

He said: “We think that the Tories in 
Suffolk have forgotten what the purpose 
of a council is. 

“The purpose of a council is to 
provide services for the public and 
especially for the vulnerable. 

“What the Conservatives have shown 
as their priority is to build up reserves of 
£160m for a mythical rainy day. The 
rainy day is today.” 

The budget is the second stage of a 
two-year cost-cutting plan after Suffolk 
County Council experienced a 
significant reduction in funding from 
central government. 

A final decision on the budget will be 
made by the full council on February 14.

The company announced on 
Monday it hopes to implement 
a formal engagement system by 
the end of February, including 
question time sessions and 
patient forums to ensure greater 
transparency on NHS comm¬ 
unity services. 

Sharon Colclough, director of 
community services at Serco, 
said: “We are committed to 
public engagement and, since 
being appointed to deliver NHS 
community health services in 
Suffolk just under a year ago, 
we have undertaken a great deal 
of engagement. 

“However, we recognise the 
need to do more and we 
welcome the health scrutiny 
committee’s support in this 
respect.” 

Serco announced it was 
intending to extend routine 
service delivery times from 
eight hours a day, between 8am 
and 4pm, to 12 hours a day, 
between 8am and 8pm, as part 
of a programme of proposals. 

New plans also include the 
centralisation of administrative 
activity to a 24-hour care co¬ 
ordination centre based in 
Ipswich and introduction of 
mobile technology for clinical 
staff, to increase the amount of 
time they spend with patients 
from under 40 per cent of their 
working day to more than 50 
per cent. 

Colin Noble, cabinet member 
for health and adult care at 
Suffolk County Council, said: 
“The thing we have made very 
clear to Serco and other 
healthcare providers is we want 
them to engage with the 
public.” 

He said Serco needed time to 
develop ideas and services and 
the health scrutiny committee 
would watch closely. 

Mr Noble added: “The jury is 
still out on this and we are still 
looking at their plans in detail 
but I think the fact that they are 
engaging with the public is very 
positive.”

A MAN found in a 
Newmarket wood could 
have frozen to death, police 
have said. 

Suffolk Police cordoned off an 
area of woodland off the Bury 
Road last Thursday after four men 
went to Newmarket Police Station 
that night to report they had 
found the body of their missing 
friend. 

Officers went out to the 
wooded area and discovered the 
body of a man, believed to be in 
his 30s or 40s. 

The man, who police have 
established was a foreign 
national, had been missing for 
four days. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
Constabulary said it was likely 
the man might have been frozen 
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to death but it has not been 
confirmed yet. 

She said: “It is very likely it 
would have been a frozen body 
our officers would have found. 

“Until we have done a post 
mortem we will not be able to 
determine the cause of death.” 

The spokeswoman said a post 
mortem was held yesterday but 
the results had not been released 
as the News went to press. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Initial inquiries have established 
that the man is a foreign national 
and his next of kin living abroad. 
Police are in the process of 
locating his family.” 

She confirmed the man has 
been identified but details will 


not be released until the family 
have been informed. 

He had not been reported as 
missing to the police prior to 
Thursday. 

Police have confirmed the 
search area lay in a wooded area 
on the left hand side of Bury Road 
as it leaves the town and the 
police cordon has been lifted 
following initial investigations. 

They have established the man 
often visited the woodland area 
where his body was found. 

At this stage the death is being 
treated as unexplained. 

Police are appealing to the 
public for information.

Lower places in school tables 
blamed on GCSE grade change

The Ormonde 
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HEADTEACHERS and 
council chiefs have 
blamed changes to 
GCSE grade boundaries 
for Suffolk schools’ 
poor performance in 
the league tables. 

The county’s schools 
were among the worst in 
the country, according to 
Department of Education 
league tables released last 
week, which rated Suffolk 
142nd out of 151 local 
authorities - compared to 
121st in 2011. 

Only half of pupils in 
Suffolk achieved five A* to 
C grades, including maths 
and English, compared 
with the national average of 
59 per cent. 

The main problem, 
according to one head 
teacher, was the grade 
boundaries for GCSE 
English were changed 
during the academic year 
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which prevented pupils 
being judged fairly. 

Dr Bob Cadwalladr, head 
of Newmarket College, 
expressed his anger at the 
tables which saw the 
college ranked 48th in the 
county after only 28 per 
cent of pupils achieved five 
or more good GCSEs. 

He said: “It was very hard 
that a significant number of 
people in Newmarket didn’t 
get the results they 
deserved and they have 
worked for. 

“It is a shame that as a 
school we were hit very 
hard. The changes to 
GCSEs affected a huge 
number of schools in 
Suffolk so Suffolk misses 
out. 

“We have an 
exceptionally good and 
resilient group of teachers 


at Newmarket College and 
we will not be ground 
down by this.” 

Mildenhall College of 
Technology was ranked 
45th in Suffolk after 34 per 
cent of pupils gained five 
or more A* to C grades at 
GCSE or equivalent, 
including English and 
maths. 

A council chief said the 
grade boundary changes 
had warped the way 
schools appeared in the 
league tables. 

Cllr Graham Newman, 
cabinet member for 
education and young 
people at Suffolk County 
Council, said: “The same 
schools that have slipped 
down the GCSE league 
tables have done 
fantastically with their A- 
level results, where grade 
boundaries have not been 
changed at the last minute 
and the quite often the 


same teachers have been 
teaching both GCSE and A- 
level pupils. 

“We have a number of 
excellent schools within 
the county that have 
worked tirelessly to ensure 
their students receive the 
grades of which they are 
capable. 

“The Key Stage 4 figures 
simply do not do those 
schools, and those 
students, justice.” 

He said there were 
inconsistencies between 
poor GCSE grades and 
much better A-levels, 
which saw Suffolk ranked 
52nd. 

The county council has 
said it is committed to 
raising attainment levels in 
Suffolk and has allocated 
each state school with an 
extra £1,000 to help with 
running revision classes in 
the build-up to public 
exams.

A GRADE II listed church has been 
awarded £189,000 of lottery 
funding. 

St Peter’s Church, in 
Stetchworth, received the grant 
from a £3.6m pot made available 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) 
for urgent repair work.

“Since 1994, the Heritage Lottery 
Fund has invested more than £500 
million into these precious 
buildings across the UK and with 
these new grants we aim to ensure 
even more are secured for future 
generations to enjoy.” 

Greg Luton, English Heritage 
planning and conservation 
director for the east of England 
said: “Listed places of worship 
make up an elemental part of the 
historic fabric of England. 

“Thanks to the joint working 


between the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and English Heritage these 
wonderful buildings, which mean 
so much to so many, will remain 
part of our story for years to 
come.” 

Grants were made to five other 
churches in Cambridgeshire 
including £119,000 to All Saints, in 
Barrington, and £156,000 to All 
Saints, in Buckworth.

Staff will undergo a one-day 
course or a more flexible modular 
programme with ‘twilight’ sessions 
from 1pm to 8pm so business 
owners will not have to send all 
their staff at the same time. 

The town council has offered 
the Severals Sport Pavilion as a 
training venue and the training 
will be delivered by West Suffolk 
College.

Changes planned 
on tax benefits 

BILLS for council tax benefit 
claimants could rise by 8.5 per 
cent from April 1. 

Due to a 10 per cent cut in 
government grants, Forest 
Heath District Council will have a 
shortfall of £55,000 on funding 
council tax benefit for 2013/14. 

Instead of increasing charges 
for all council tax payers, the 
district council has decided to 
implement a Localised Council 
Tax Support Scheme (LCTSS), 
to ensure the burden does not 
fall on pensioners or those 
unable to work. 

Those affected by LCTSS will 
receive letters in March, as 
people claiming full council tax 
benefit will now have to pay 8.5 
per cent of it - roughly £1.65 a 
week more for someone living in 
a Band A property. 

Cllr Steve Edwards, cabinet 
member for resources, said: 

“We have not had to take any 
money from the reserves at this 
stage. It will be a balanced 
budget. 

“However we are not standing 
still. We have more savings to 
make over the next few years 
and it is not going to get easier.” 
Homes empty for more than two 
years will have to pay 150 per 
cent of council tax while second 
homes will only merit a 5 per 
cent discount rather than the 
current 10 per cent. 

However, due to savings made 
through sharing services with St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
and staffing cuts the price of 
council tax will be frozen for the 
third year in a row - at £137.43 
for the average Band D property. 
The proposed budget will be 
discussed at a cabinet meeting 
on Tuesday. 

Spinal injuries 
for girl in crash 

A YOUNG girl was among the 
injured in a two-car crash on the 
A14 yesterday. 

Police were called to reports of a 
collision between junction 36 
and junction 35 westbound near 
Bottisham at about 7.30am. 

A silver and a green Fiat were 
both involved. One car crashed 
into a ditch while the other 
remained on the road. 

A 12-year-old girl, who sustained 
potential spinal injuries, and 
another casualty were taken 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital by 
paramedics. 

Firefighters were called to the 
scene at 7.50am and removed 
the roof from one of the cars to 
release three people who were 
trapped. 

The accident led to congestion 
as far back as Newmarket.

I HAVE just read in the Newmarket News that 
Harmoni is to hold another healthcare meeting 
about our out-of-hours doctors service at the 
Memorial Hall on January 31. 

This is the first indication I (and I am sure many 
others) have heard of this meeting taking place, 
so why was it not advertised earlier? 

Had the News not picked up on this no one 
would have been any the wiser. It is to be held 
between 3pm and 6pm which gives those 
people who work little or no chance to air 
their views. 

At the meeting in Newmarket on June 26 last 
year, and very well attended, I spoke at length 
with Dr David Lee from Harmoni and posed 
the question: "With the strength of feeling of 
all the people here today, together with all the 
hundreds of people who signed the petition 
requesting the out-of-hours service be re¬ 
instated at Newmarket Hospital, what will now 
happen?" 

His reply was: "We have listened, but nothing 
will change in the short term" - so it was a 
pointless exercise.

This so called "service" Harmoni provides does 
not work as I know of two instances where a 
patient had to wait more than six hours for a 
doctor to visit, and another case where a nurse 
was sent, not a doctor. 

If we are to have any hope of getting our out- 
of-hours service reinstated in Newmarket, 
please everyone, attend this important meeting 
and give your views with a vengeance - let 
Harmoni know we will not be fobbed off.

VILLAGERS will continue to be 
inspired by sport after the 
Olympics as their facilities 
received a £34,800 funding 
boost.

Binned blades soar 
past the 8,000 mark 


MORE than 8,330 knives have 
been deposited in amnesty bins 
across Suffolk as part of a two- 
year police campaign. 

Suffolk Constabulary launched their 
Bin a Blade scheme in 2011, which 
saw 6,125 knifes deposited anony¬ 
mously in 2011 and a further 2,205 
knives handed over last year. 

In Mildenhall, 274 knives have been 
collected from the bins since 2011 and 
the static bins placed outside the 
police station were so successful they 
were made permanent. 

The bins, which are also placed at

police stations in Bury St Edmunds, 
Lowestoft and Ipswich, were painted 
bright yellow to raise their profile in 
November last year. 

Teenage knife crime campaigner 
Holly Watson, whose brother Lewis 
was stabbed to death in Sudbury in 
2009, said: “I am overwhelmed with 
the recent figure of over 8,300 knives 
collected in the Bin a Blade knife 
bins. 

“I really hope people continue to 
use the bins and think twice about 


carrying a knife.” 

Chief Const Simon Ash said: “8,330 
knives handed in is an amazing 
number and the bins remain in place 
for anyone who wants to bin a blade. 

“Whilst there is not a significant 
problem with knife crime in Suffolk, 
our amnesty is continuing to make 
people think about the consequences 
of carrying a knife and offering a way 
to dispose of them without prejudice.” 

Mobile bins were placed in 12 
locations, including Newmarket and 
Haverhill, for one or two-month 
periods. 


Group 
calls for 
meals 
helpers 



GENEROUS volunteers are 
needed to deliver hot meals 
to elderly and vulnerable 
people in Newmarket. 
Newmarket Day Centre, in 
Fred Archer Way, is offering 
a 'hot plate' service where 
volunteers bring meals to 
those who are housebound 
or unable to get to the 
centre.

DONT MISS IT! 
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Family facing dad's cancer 
with love and determination 



When Jim met Su and they moved in together with their 
daughters, it was meant to be the start of a whole new 
family life. But then 44-year-old Jim was diagnosed with 
cancer, and told he had less than a year to live. Jim and Su 
got married a few weeks later - and now the family is facing 
the future together: with love, determination - and even 
humour. Interview by LOUISE MARTIN 


J IM and Su Clarke know better than 
most the effect cancer has on a family. 
Both have seen a parent bravely battle 
- and sadly lose their fight - with the 
disease, and are avid supporters of 
research into all forms of cancer. 

The couple met seven years ago at work. Jim, 
44, was a porter at Addenbrooke's and Su, 45, 
managed the bar in The Frank Lee Centre 
where, she says, Jim was her best customer. 
When they got together, Su's dad had just been 
diagnosed with prostate cancer, and Jim 
provided a much needed shoulder to lean on 
during that difficult time. Then, just a year later, 
they were dealt another blow when Jim's mum 
was diagnosed with lung cancer. 

After a sad start to their relationship, Jim and 
Su moved into their home in Cambourne in 
October 2011, together with Jim's two 
daughters Toni, 16, and Kirsty, 18, and Su's 
daughter Annii, 18. It was meant to be the 
beginning of a new life for the family - but, just 
a few months later, Jim began feeling unwell, 
and the family's world was torn apart when, in 
September last year, he was told he had 
terminal lung cancer. 

"I had a cough that started about the end of 
February and it was just getting worse," explains 
Jim. "I went to the doctors and they started 
treating it as an infection, but I had a feeling it 
was cancer; I'd seen it with my mum - I was 
telling my workmates it was cancer." 

When the medication didn't ease his cough, 
Jim was treated for asthma and was then given 


an X-ray in May, which came back clear. Still 
suffering with an acute cough, Jim was 
rescribed stronger steroids and antibiotics but 
is symptoms persisted and by August both he 
and Su felt there was real cause for concern. 
"We were on holiday in Italy and while we 
were there he got dramatically worse," explains 
Su. "He started losing weight and that's when 
we really thought something was wrong." 

Jim returned to his GP and was referred to 
Addenbrooke's. A further X-ray in September 
revealed some abnormalities; doctors continued 
to tell Jim he was suffering from an infection, 
not cancer but, to be sure, he was booked in for 
a CT scan the following week. The couple 
returned home to tell their children, but a week 
later Jim's worst fears were confirmed when the 
scan revealed he had terminal lung cancer, and 
he was given the devastating prognosis that he 
had just 6-12 months left to live. 

Breaking the news to their children was a 
very emotional experience. "I've had long 
enough to get used to it as I've had a feeling 
since last February," says Jim. "The hardest part 
was telling these three. But they've been 
amazing." 

Following Jim's diagnosis, the couple decided 
to get married and, after just three weeks of 
careful planning by Su and the girls, they tied 
the knot on November 3 at Cambridge Register 
Office. "The tissues were out in force," smiles 
Su. "It was very emotional but it was an 
amazing day. He looked amazing because he 
was in his kilt." 

Five months have passed since Jim's diagnosis

and he is aware his 
condition is 
deteriorating. "I have 
good days and bad days, 
but I can feel it getting worse," he says. "I 
was offered chemo to try and slow things 
down but I had one dose of that and it just 
made me worse. I was vomiting and just 
really poorly. I didn't want to move or eat." 

Because of the way the cancer is 
affecting Jim's breathing, he is very 
sensitive to different temperatures, so 
spends most days resting in bed; just 
making the short journey downstairs to the 
lounge can sometimes be too much for 
him. "My breathing is getting worse at the 
moment because of the cold weather," he 
says. "It gets to a certain time of day and 
that's me gone - I can't stop coughing and 
spluttering. 

"I used to have panic attacks in the night 
and I'd wake up in pitch black and I really 
couldn't breathe. That was before I had 
the oxygen and I just wanted to stick my 
head out of the window and get some 
fresh air." 

Jim has oxygen tanks at home to use 
when he needs, but finds using a handheld 
fan to cool his face and lips helps him to 
take deeper breaths and therefore control 
his breathing. 

Despite the sad time the family is going 
through, Jim and Su are determined to 
keep life as normal as they possibly can for 
their daughters. 

"It's important for the girls at their ages 
to be doing what they're doing: living their 
lives and getting themselves sorted for the 
future," says Su. "We are terrible because 
we do laugh and joke a lot, but that's our 
way of coping. We had to take Jim to 
hospital one day because of his breathing 
and they just couldn't believe us because 
he was there with his oxygen mask on and 
we were having a laugh and a joke, but 
that's the way we've always been." 

Although Jim is doing his best to remain 
strong for his girls, he admits it is very hard 
to deal with. "It does get to you and I've 
had moments when I think: 'Why me?' 

I'm only 44, I'm not exactly old, especially 
for lung cancer." 

A smoker for 30 years, when Jim's 
cancer was confirmed he says he 


considered giving it up. "The first thing I 
said was: I'll stop smoking'. I thought 
automatically, as you would, it's linked to 
smoking, but they said it's not. They 
started talking about exposure to chemicals 
because I was in the Forces, but I don't 
know... 

"If they said it was linked to smoking I 
would have stopped like that, but I don't 
see why I should put myself through the 
pressure of trying to stop. I have 
adenocarcinoma, which is a different 
strain. I don't smoke as much; I'm dying, 
what's the point of giving it up? That's the 
way I look at it." 

According to Cancer Research UK, every 
hour more than three people in the East of 
England are diagnosed with the disease, 
with lung cancer the second most 
common form of cancer. 

The Clarke family knows only too well 
how early diagnosis can determine the 
outcome for a cancer patient and is giving 
the interview to highlight the charity's new 
TV advertising campaign, which aims to 
raise money to support further research. 

"Lung cancer is so common but the 
most untreatable unless you get it really 
early, and it's hard to detect," says Jim. "I 
was going to the doctors for six months 
and they still couldn't find it. If it could be 
found earlier then you can actually operate 
and remove the lower part of the lung and 
people go on to live - not perfectly, but 
longer." 

A dispensary technician at Comberton 
Surgery, Su is currently off work while she 
cares for her husband, and says the family 
is getting through this sad time by 
supporting each other. 

"I'm terrible; I just put my head in the 
sand," says Su. "I refuse to admit what's 
happening and just keep going. The girls 
are great. Toni's here more than the other 
two so she's my little rock; Kirsty cleans up 
and Annii cooks dinner." 

But she admits: "We're all scared. 

Cancer is touching so many people now. 
And we just don't want other people to 
have to go through this."

DENZEL Washington soars to a new career 
high in this emotionally wrought character 
study of an airplane pilot wrestling with 
alcohol dependency. 

Underpinned by John Gatins’ intelligent 
script, Flight is a provocative drama that 
refuses to cast judgment on the central 
character as he repeats past mistakes and 
attempts to dodge the repercussions of his 
reckless actions. 

Instead, director Robert Zemeckis follows 
the pilot on a turbulent journey of self- 
discovery as a major mechanical failure in 
the air puts his boozy lifestyle under the 
microscope of public scrutiny. 

Captain William ‘Whip’ Whitaker 
(Washington) wakes in a plush hotel room 
festooned with discarded bottles and the 
naked body of last night’s conquest-flight 
attendant Katerina Marquez (Nadine 
Velazquez). 

Swigs of beer set him up for the day and 
he strides purposefully into the cockpit of his

SouthJet flight to Atlanta while holding a 
bottle of orange juice spiked with vodka. 

Katerina is already on board, serving 
passengers alongside colleague Margaret 
Thomason (Tamara Tunie). 

But a routine flight becomes a nightmare 
when the airplane suddenly loses altitude 
and hurtles towards the ground at terrifying 
speed. Whitaker is forced to perform a 
daredevil manoeuvre to halt the rapid 
descent before crash-landing in a field. 

A subsequent investigation by the National 


Transportation Safety Board, led by Ellen 
Block (Melissa Leo), threatens to expose the 
pilot’s alcoholism. 

Union rep Charlie Anderson (Bruce 
Greenwood) and attorney Hugh Lang (Don 
Cheadle) promise to help him survive the 
fallout on the proviso that he changes his 
self-destructive ways. Whitaker agrees to 
exorcise his demons, supported by a 
recovering heroine addict called Nicole (Kelly 
Reilly). 

Romance blossoms but while Nicole 


continues to get her life back in order, he 
struggles to resist his desires, turning to 
drug dealer Harling Mays (John Goodman) 
to take the edge off his anxiety. 

Flight boasts a jaw-dropping centrepiece 
crash sequence that spins an entire airplane 
through 360 degrees. Zemeckis 
orchestrates these intense scenes with skill 
but he is equally interested in quieter 
moments when Whitaker wrestles with his 
guilt and attempts to resist the temptations 
of a hotel mini bar. 

Washington is riveting as a man in 
authority who can barely function without 
liquor. He lays bare insecurities and doesn’t 
resort once to currying audience sympathy. 

Reilly impresses in a pivotal supporting 
role and Goodman injects humour as the 
supplier who knows the perfect cocktail of 
narcotics to counteract a hangover. 

Climactic scenes are gripping and we 
buckle up for a bumpy ride as Whitaker 
prepares to deliver sworn testimony at the 
public hearing, potentially glossing over the 
facts to restore a sheen to his stained 
reputation.

Cold comfort for birds 



TUCKING IN:

H OW long is it since you 
filled your bird feeder or 
replenished the water in 
your birdbath? If you haven’t 
done it for a while, there’s no 
time like the present. 

“The sudden drop in temperatures 
across the UK will have been a big 
shock to birds’ systems after spending 
the past couple of months with few 
worries in terms of food availability,” 
says Richard James, RSPB wildlife 
adviser. 

“Thanks to the recent mild weather, 
many natural food sources have been 
readily available and water has been 
easy to come by. Now the snow and ice 
are here birds will need all the help they 
can get to survive the winter.” 

However, the range of bird seeds, fat 
balls and other so-called bird-friendly 
items can leave gardeners baffled as to 
what’s best for our feathered friends. 

The RSPB suggests calorie-rich foods 
such as mixed seed, nyjer seed, fatballs, 
suet sprinkles, sunflower seed and good 


quality peanuts, as well as kitchen scraps 
such as mild grated cheese, rice and 
porridge oats. 

There are different mixes for feeders 
and for bird tables and ground feeding. 
The better mixtures contain plenty of 
flaked maize, sunflower seeds and 
peanut granules. 

Small seeds, such as millet, attract 
mostly house sparrows, dunnocks, 
finches, reed buntings and collared 
doves, while flaked maize is taken 
readily by blackbirds. 

Tits and greenfinches favour peanuts 
and sunflower seeds. Mixes that contain 


chunks or whole nuts are suitable for 
winter feeding only. 

Pinhead oatmeal is excellent for many 
birds. Wheat and barley grains are often 
included in seed mixtures, but they are 
really only suitable for pigeons, doves 
and pheasants, which feed on the ground 
and rapidly increase in numbers, 
frequently deterring the smaller species. 

Avoid seed mixtures that have split 
peas, beans, dried rice or lentils as again 
only the large species can eat them dry. 
These are added to some cheaper seed 
mixes to bulk them up. Any mixture 
containing green or pink lumps should 


also be avoided as these are dog biscuit, 
which can only be eaten when soaked. 

Don’t feed the birds cooked fat from 
roasting tins and dishes, because the fat 
may have blended with meat juices 
which leaves a mixture prone to 
smearing, which is not good for the 
birds’ feathers and is a breeding ground 
for bacteria, the charity warns. 

Polyunsaturated margarines and 
vegetable oils are also unsuitable as 
birds need high levels of saturated fat to 
retain the high energy to keep warm, and 
soft fats can be smeared on to feathers, 
destroying the waterproofing qualities. 


Lard and beef suet on their own are 
fine as they re-solidify after warming 
and are not as prone to bacteria breeding 
because they are pure fat. 

Never give milk to the birds because 
it can result in serious stomach upsets or 
even death. They can, however, digest 
fermented dairy products such as mild 
grated cheese, which may attract robins, 
wrens and dunnocks. 

If you want to give the birds coconut, 
only give them the fresh stuff in the 
shell, rinsing out any sweet coconut 
water before hanging it out, to stop 
black mildew emerging. Desiccated 
coconut should never be used as it can 
swell inside the bird, with fatal 
consequences. 

Cooked rice without added salt can be 
beneficial to birds during severe winter 
weather, while uncooked porridge oats 
are fine for many bird species. You can 
also put out small quantities of dry 
breakfast cereal. 

A supply of water is also essential for 
bathing and preening. In freezing 
conditions birds become more 
dependent on water provided in gardens, 
since many natural sources are frozen 
over. 

The most effective way to keep the 
water in your garden from freezing is to 
pop in a light ball that will be moved by 
even a gentle breeze - a ping-pong ball 
is ideal. 

Alternatively, pour on hot water to 
melt the ice to make sure the birds can 
get to it.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

The Panda 4x4 is the 
latest in a line of much¬ 
loved and respected four- 
wheel-drive superminis 
from Fiat, and uses 
similar technology to the 
model that went before it. 
A 'torque-on-demand' 
system sends 98 per cent 
of the engine's power to 
the front wheels until they 
begin to slip, when an 
electronically controlled 
coupling linking the two 
axles engages and sends 
power to the rear as well. 
It is a completely 
automatic system that 
adjusts for the amount of 


grip the front wheels are 
finding. The more they 
struggle, the more power 
shifts to the rear wheels. 
An electronic locking 
differential (ELD) can be 
switched on manually to 
ensure that the wheels 
with the most grip get 
more power. 

The ELD interacts with the 
Panda's safety systems 
and can actively boost 
safety levels during 
acceleration and braking 
in low-grip conditions. 

Fiat has also announced a 
Trekking two-wheel drive 
model, which is styled 
like the Panda 4x4 and 
boasts Traction+, making 
it a halfway-house 


between the regular 
Panda and the 4x4. 
Traction + uses the 
advanced hardware 
present on cars equipped 
with electronic stability 
programme (ESP) to 
brake spinning wheels 
and transmit torque to 
the wheels with better 
grip. 

Both cars are on sale later 
this month, with either 
the turbocharged and 
brilliant 0.9-litre TwinAir 
petrol or the surprisingly 
gutsy 1.3-litre Multijet 2 
diesel. Prices have yet to 
be confirmed.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department.
